On the 18 th of December, 2005, in Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina, the production studio of Marcelo Tinelli (television 
magnate and producer of Ideas del Sur) was robbed. 
Ideas del Sur and Marcelo Tinelli are heavily involved 
with the funding and creation of the Trafipan 2000 tourism project, 
where Mapuche land in Southern Argentina is being bought up 
and developed into tourist resorts. In 2006 the cops raided the an- 
archist social space Angela Fortunato, and various houses associ- 
ated with the social space. As a result of these raids, 2 companeros 
(Leandro Morel and Diego Petrissans) were arrested, and there was 
warrant put out for a third companerx. Largely due to the (then) 
newly-instated Blumberg law, Diego and Leandro were sentenced 
to 10 and 1 1 years respectively, and are currently serving time. 

Though Diego and Leandro are locked up, their hearts are 
still free. Diego has continued to act in solidarity with anarchist 
prisoners worldwide, as well as being involved with hunger strikes 
in various prisons within Argentina. This pamphlet collects the 
reflections and communiques that came forth after Diego and 
Leandro were kidnapped.

Introduction 

On the 23 rd of January, 2006, the Ateneo Anarquista Angela 
Fortunato de Avellaneda (an anarchist social space) and the hous- 
es of some friends and companerxs of the Ateneo were raided. 

This police operation was due to the accusations of some- 
one (who was, at one time, close to a compahero), who directly 
implicated some companerxs in the december 18 th , 2005, robbery 
at the property of television magnate Marcelo Tinelli, producer 
of Ideas del Sur. What followed these raids was a spiral of repres- 
sion, which had been intensifying for some time. 

One of the results of these raids was the kidnapping of 2 
companeros, who were put into a maximum security concentra- 
tion camp in Marcos Paz, Bs.As. The cops were looking to snatch 
a third companerx (who at that point was involved with the Bs. 
As. Anarchist Black Cross), but they weren't found in any of the 
house raids. To date, they are still living underground and have 
not been found. 

Due to the these events, the Ateneo closed in October 
2006, and the 'justice' system sentenced Leandro Morel and Di- 
ego Petrissans to 1 1 and 10 years in prison, respectively. In the 
case of Leandro, there was absolutely no proof, and he was sen- 
tenced based on a witness statement full of inconsistencies and 
legitimized by the repressive Blumberg parcel, which enables the 
'presumption of guilt' sufficient to sentence prison time. 

On the other hand, Diego, who acknowledged his own par- 
ticipation in the attack, in his statement, completely disassociated 
Leandro of any participation in the attack. 

Currently, after the appeal that confirmed Leandro's sen- 
tence and reduced Diego's sentence by a year and a half, there 
still remains the final appeal to the Supreme Court - that date is 
still unknown. 

From the outset, Tinelli put pressure on the police system, 
by using his TV show to mock the police; the judicial system, 


which continues to be in the hands of capitalists (to someone to 
take the fall for the robbery...) 

This is to remind us that no-one dare disrespect this (or any) 
property magnate, who is determined to stop any threat to the 
privileges he's obtained through political means and through 
the dumbing down of the media... as well as through this case, 
where it has been clearly decided that what belongs to Tinelli 
cannot be touched. Tinelli's role in all this is also clear — with the 
aid of the Kirchner government, they forced the foreclosure of the 
three small radio stations (In the region of Coronel Suarez) that 
denounced the flaunting of an agreement to incorporate 1800 
workers into local enterprises. These consistent flirtations with 
power, the exercising of powerful influences, and the manipula- 
tion of the media closes this circle of injustice. 

We are not interested in asking for justice, nor are we in- 
terested in 'innocent or guilty'. That is the language of the right, 
of power. Our intention with this pamphlet is, on the one hand, 
to distribute information about this series of events, as well as 
providing some facts about that pitiful person who is "Marce" 
Tinelli, who, with the help of the repressive judicial apparatus, 
has ensured that our friends and companerxs are still being held 
in captivity today, like thousands of other people in prisons in 
Argentina. On the other hand, our other intention with this pam- 
phlet is to extend solidarity to our kidnapped friends and com- 
panerxs, and to fuel a discussion about solidarity, here and now, 
with those who are hit by the repression. 

May every person express their solidarity in the manner that 
they consider most appropriate. 

For the unconditional liberty of everyone! 

For the total destruction of prison! 

Salud and anarchy. 

With the Rebels... Always! 

We anarchists, we shouldn't forget, not even in those mo- 
ments when a black defeat called us towards prudence, the val- 
iant person who fell for Anarchy.

it is not of political prisoners, nor of framings 12 , nor of anything like 
it. Without the possibility of speaking of anarchist prisoners, or of 
denouncing a framing, or of creating specific campaigns, etc. we 
were presented with a difficult situation. This catalyzed amongst us 
certain reflections about the anti-prison struggle. 

In the past few years, we have been speaking to the real- 
ity of inside life in argentinian jails: On the 1 1 th of February, 2005, 
there was a riot in the San Martin de Cordoba jail, which resulted 
in 8 deaths and 30 wounded. On the 27 th of July, 2005, there was 
a violent riot in the Villa Urquiza Prison, in San Miguel de Tucuman, 
which resulted in several wounded prisoners. On the 15 th of Octo- 
ber 2005, 33 prisoners died as a result of a fire in the Magdalena 
prison, and on the 4 th of November 2007, 33 more prisoners died 
due to asphyxiation from a fire during a riot in the Santiago del 
Estero prison. In September 2006 more than 14000 maintained a 
hunger strike in 28 federal and Buenos Aires prisons, to protest the 
slowness of the justice system in sentencing detainees (more than 
80% of the incarcerated population are in custody without having 
been judged or sentenced). In 2008, the Buenos Aires prison ad- 
ministration received more than 1700 complaints, from prisoners 
and their families, of torture and mistreatment. In March 2010 there 
was another massive hunger strike in various prisons, demanding 
reforms to the criminal laws and proceedings. One prisoner with 
HIV died due to lack of medical attention. In October 2010, a hun- 
ger strike began amongst the prisoners who were students at the 
Devoto University, for reasons that have already been explained... 

It is amongst this context of the situation in prisons that we 
have been creating agitation and action for our compaheros. 
Throughout all our time working towards creating a network of 
support and direct solidarity with our compaheros; we have also 
learned a little more about the reality of life within argentinian 
prisons, and we have met other prisoners who have within them 
a strong spirit of struggle and solidarity. 

The path will be very long and difficult, but we will continue 
onwards, hoping that, in the end, we will see our compaheros 
in the streets!

Updates on Diego and Leandro's 
Situation 

15-07-2008 

On the 23 rd of January, Leandro and Diego were kidnapped 
by the armed forces of the state, in the context of a joint opera- 
tion between the D.D.I, of Avellaneda (division that deals with 
drugs and arms) and the federal Division of theft and robbery. 

A third companerx, who until this moment was involved with 
the BsAs ABC (Anarchist Black Cross), is still underground, as they 
were fortunately not found in any of the house raids. 

The police were acting on accusation's of a person who at 
one point was close to one of the kidnapped companerxs. In their 
accusations, this person linked Diego and Leandro to the Decem- 
ber 18 th , 2005 robbery of the production company Ideas del Sur, 
which is owned by television mogul Marcelo Tinelli. 

As part of this police operation, the anarchist social space 
"Angela Fortunato" and 4 houses who were associated with the 
space were raided. 

Money that was set aside to sustain the social space was 
also 'seized' by the police. This was one of the reasons for the 
social space's closure. 

As Marcelo Tinelli's television program continued to ridicule 
the (lack of) police action in their search for the culprits, there was 
an increase in the enormous pressure that the security appara- 
tus exerted to find any guilty parties, in order to justify the huge 
sums of money that Airsec charges the production company for 
their 'security' services. 

Our friends and companerxs went before a judge in October 
2006, during which Diego claimed responsibility for the attack, 
and declared that Leandro had not participated in any way. De- 
spite this, and with practically no evidence against him, Leandro 
was sentenced to 11 years, and Diego to 10. 

Leandro was sentenced under the Blumberg law of the pre- 
sumption of guilt, since they only had 2 months left on his pro- 
bation (related to previous charges), and the only thing they had 
as proof against him was a wallet that Leandro had received as 
a gift, which was one of the items that came up in the robbery. 
Later on in the proceedings, this evidence was thrown out of court. 

On the other hand, there was no useful or efficient way to 
review the testimony of the snitch. She 'couldn't be located' at 
the time of the hearing, so her testimony, which implicated Di- 


In September 2010, Diego received a detention order 
due to an accusation of supposed virtual kidnappings that he 
accomplished from within prison. This inverstigation lead to a 
raid on university range 13, and one week afterward, a raid on 
the Devoto University Centre (CUD) and the subsequent transfer 
of a companero to the Marcos Paz prison. By this time, a hun- 
ger strike (which lasted 54 days) had begun, to protest against 
these raids and transfers, and demanding that the CUD return 
to operation. 

To date, Diego remains accused of these kidnappings, though 
there is no proof which incriminates him. It's been a little over 5 
years since our companeros were arrested... for us, the 23rd of 
January was a hard blow. The situation was very difficult. The dif- 
ficulty runs deeper than the pressure of our enemies, the indiffer- 
ence of people, the assumptions, the conclusions, the comments, 
the fears, which all put a stop to what could have been a coher- 
ent and reasonable response to repression. We don't forget that 
it had been some time since these types of events had occurred 
in our region: the raiding of a space like the Ateneo, the arrests, 
the search for evidence, and for those who had warrants but were 
still missing, etc. Some of the closest companerxs, some of whom 
were still very young and others who were older, still weren't com- 
pletely certain about some things or the magnitude of the situation. 
We didn't know where the danger could come from. The situation 
occurred as it could. Unfortunately, we couldn't continue forward 
with the local social space and decided, due to the intensity of 
the situation, to end the project and close the space. 

A few months later, the first communiques about the situ- 
ation came to light. These communiques contained information 
about what had happened, and reflections about the events and 
about all the attitudes that had been adopted by companeros in 
this specific situation. There was something that was always critical 
and silent. Little was said of or from the arrested companeros. It 
was almost two years before people began to take solidarity initia- 
tives, and to begin discussions about certain aspects of solidarity 
with prisoners and specifically about this case. We still believe that, 
in the antiauthoritarian milieu, we have much to learn; what hap- 
pened in the past 5 years in Buenos Aires is not the same as what 
has happened in Chile this past little while, though the repression 
has taken similar forms (raids of spaces, arrests, persecuted compa- 
neros, etc.). We believe that the repression of the Bombs Case has 
a more political tone, maybe more similar to what has happened 
in Italy. And though the events of the Avallaneda set a precedent,

5 Years Since the Arrests

Diego Sebastian Petrissans and Leandro Sebastien Morel 
were arrested on the 23 rd of January 2006, accused of having 
robbed the studio of Ideas del Sur, property of media mogul 
Marcelo Tinelli. They were brought to justice that same year, and 
44 Diego was sentenced to 10 years, and despite there being no 
real proof to support his participation in the robbery, Leandro 
was sentenced to 1 1 years.

-c was transferred to the prison in the Villa Devoto (where there is 
^ the opportunity to study in a university). Here he actively partici- 
4-- pated in the Devoto University Centre, and continues to partici- 
pate in hunger strikes and other solidarity initiatives. 

In February 2010, Leandro was transferred to the Unit n° 7 
in Chaco (maximum security). To date, he is still at this location, 
waiting to achieve the appropriate level such that he can be trans- 
ferred to temporary release (parole). According to prison bureau- 
cracy, he should have been released some time ago. 


ego and Leandro in the robbery, was read in her absence. When 
this person's declaration was read as testimony, Leandro's de- 
fence attorneys were not present. As a result, he was tried and 
found guilty without being able to contest or cross-examine the 
person who contributed the most evidence to the prosecution. 
This type of evidence has, in the past, been found invalid in the 
light of international agreements that have constitutional impact. 

This means that the snitch's statement was practically the 
only evidence by which the tribunal maintained that Leandro par- 
ticipated in the robbery. 

It also means that this sets a clear precedent: any one of us 
can be arrested and sentenced based on a written declaration of 
whatever person who, later, 'could not be found' to testify in person. 

On the other hand, the official custody sergeant of Tinelli's 
private security, who should have recognized the person who 
conducted the action, originally declared that he couldn't recog- 
nize the perpetrators, neither in person nor from photographs. 
However, later on in the court proceedings, he reconsidered, and 
stated that if he were to see the perpetrators again, he would 
recognize them. 

Then, when presented with a police line-up, he said he clearly 
recognized Leandro (who was in position 1) as the person who 
forced him to enter the security office. However, he also "recog- 
nized" another person (position 2), who had been brought in exclu- 
sively for the police line-up, as the person who pointed the firearm. 

In the second round of the police line-up, Diego was in 
position 1 . The sergeant again "recognized" the person in posi- 
tion 1 (this time Diego) as the person who forced him to enter 
the security office, and also claimed that Diego was the same as 
the one who had been in position 2 in the previous line-up - and 
who was someone brought in exclusively for the police line-up! 

Later, in the courtroom, he first identified only Diego as par- 
ticipating in the robbery. It was later on in the court proceedings, 
when he was directly question by the prosecutor about Leandro's 
participation in the robbery, that he identified Leandro as having 
any involvement with the robbery. 

But the tribunal dedicated several paragraphs of their final 
decision to explain away the sergeant's tardy recognition of Lean- 
dro... the size of the room, the location of the witness, the location 
of the defence, the accused.... etc. were all 'contributing factors'. 

The appeal filed by the defence relies on all of these ir- 
regularities, combined with an extensive legal precedents and 
jurisprudence, that highlight the inconsistency of the evidence 


and the weakness of the reasoning that lead to the sentences. 
The defence proceeds to appeal, proposing that the judicial act 
is arbitrary and invalid. 

In response to the appeal, a few weeks ago, the tribunal re- 
duced Diego's sentence by 1 year and 8 months, and maintained 
Leandro's sentence of 1 1 years. 

Clearly, it is in the interest of the 'justice system' to find, at 
all costs, the defendants guilty, especially if the defendants are 
'nobodies' and defended by court-appointed lawyers. 

We also want to point out that we understand that this is 
a daily reality of hundreds of people who fall into the net of the 
'justice system'. 

We have written at such extent about the judicial process 
because it's clear that the justice system of capital functions by 
distributing verdicts of guilty and innocent to individuals based 
on their pillars of private property and wealth. These are the pil- 
lars that revolutionaries have always been fighting to destroy. We

finds me in the maximum security unit in Devoto prison, which 
is the keystone of Argentina's prisons, due to its geographical 
location (in the middle of the capital of the country). We started 
the hunger strike on the 29th of March, paradoxically demanding 
that they (the prison authorities) comply with their own laws. The 
media has been bombarding the bourgeoisie daily with lies that 
seed insecurity and violence... they film police operations and 
raids in a Hollywood style, full of weapons. In reality, they profit 
from the 'crime industry', which ensures the reproduction of crime 
in prisons where a percentage of the population is killed, others 
are tortured, and systematically violating all their rights and as- 
surances.... Get it right, people!! DEMOCRACY ALSO ASSAS-

After a trying time, we've finally decided to publish that on 
the 23 rd of January, 2006, the Anarchist Ateneo "Angela Fortu- 
nato" was unfortunately raided by the D.D.I, of Avellaneda 1 in 
conjunction with the federal police's Division of Crime and Theft. 
This is all occurring within the context of a much larger police op- 
eration, which had them following orders to intensify the repres- 
8 sion on these specific local anarchists. As our kidnapped compa-

The Status of the Devoto University 
Centre 

We, the undersigned, students locked up in the Villa Devoto 
prison in Buenos Aires, Argentina, acknowledge the dissemination 
and stance of the text that follows. Given the serious attack against the 
UBAXXII (University of Buenos Aires) program of college education 
in prisons; on the 21 st of October, college students went on hunger 
strike on Thursday, the 21 st . Below, the teachers explain the situation. 

On September 23 rd , 2010, the Devoto University Center 
(CUD) was searched with a warrant, and without any notification 
to the UBA (University of Buenos Aires). The raid was made by 
the body of requisition of the SPF (Federal Prisons Service), mili- 
tarized personnel equipped with rifles, shields and helmets. A 
teacher of the School of Sociology was abruptly evicted abruptly 
along with all the students and inmates. 

Claiming "security reasons", and without giving notice to 
the UBA, the SPF proceeded to: 

1 . Suspend the activities of the CUD for two days; 

2. Evict coordinators students and interns, who are caring 
for the heritage and integrity of the university; 

3. Cause transfers of the detained students 

4. Prevent the entry to the prison by teachers and students 
and grassroots media "until further order of superiority." 

5. Modify the physical space of CUD, transforming the staff 
room and classrooms into a space with no revealed in- 
tention. 

6. Try to move the space to another section of the prison 
where different extracurricular activities, such as computer 
classes, the legal department, the social assessment, proj- 
ect phoenix, take place. By moving the university to these 
locations, it attacks the autonomous and self-governing 
structure of the university, where both locked up and 'free' 
students have been organizing for 25 years. 

All these measures constitute a violation of university auton- 
omy and a direct attack on all people involved with the day-to-day 
actions of UBA XXII program: teachers, students and authorities. 

In this situation, and after unsuccessfully exhausting the 
instances that could have allowed for a dialogue with the prison 
authorities, the undersigned, university students in a situation of 
closure, are in peaceful hunger strike and ask: 


In response to this situation, and as a way of protest, 7 pris- 
oners have announced that they have launched a hunger strike, 
as a way of bringing attention to this conflict. 

Our friend and companero, Diego Petrissans, who had also 
participated in the protest on Tuesday, the 26 th , was transferred 
to the 2 nd unit of Marcos Paz, which is evidently an attempt by 
the SPF to isolate those prisoners who decide to publicly claim 
and denounce the attacks and abuse by the justice system. To- 
day, the rest of the prisoners on strike could also become victims 
of this strategy, and could be transferred. 

It's worth mentioning that in the days prior to the raid on 
the CUD (University Centre of Devoto), they raided a cellblock 
where they found, along with one prisoner, students who were a 
part of 'supposed kidnappings'. As a consequence the compa- 
nero found with the students was subjected to a detention order 
which claimed that he was part of a band of delinquents (a gang). 
All of this is a judicial farse, due to a totally arbitrary inspection, 
and without any incriminating proof. 

For many prisoners, the CUD is more than just a space of 
study inside an incarcerated situation. It is a space to meet, re- 
flect, and resist; and it is for this the 'justice' system is trying to 
repress the teachings of this place. 

We are not surprised by the operation of Power and its 
police and jail executioners, who invent for themselves internal 
enemies to intensify repression, so that those in the streets talk 
and have fear of the 'delinquent youth' and now, in the jails, of 
the 'supposed kidnappers'. 

These mechanisms of repression are all the policy of the 
state. We have seen how one day, there is the assassination of 
Mariano Ferreira supposedly in relation to a union protest, but 
actually as a repressive action, at the orders of the politicos of 
the day. 

The same as in the street, the violence of the state is also 
present in the jails after the seizures, raids, beatings, transfers, etc... 

We are not going to let the death of any politician and the 
media circus that surrounds it to silence the voices of the prison- 
ers in this struggle. 
Solidarity with the hunger strike in Devoto. 
Out with the police and the penitentiary service of 
CUD. 

No more transfers. 


More About the Companerxs and 
Friends of the Anarchist Ateneo 
Angela Fortunato 

30-09-2006 

During the early morning of January 23 rd , 2006, the Anarchist 
Ateneo "Angela Fortunato" was raided by the joined forces of 
the DDI of Avellaneda, the Division of Theft and Robberies, and 
the federal police. As part of this police operation, the houses of 
4 other companerxs were also raided. These raids were due to 
the accusations and information given to the police by someone 
who was, at one time, close to one of the companerxs kidnapped, 
and concluded a spiral of repression that had been intensifying 
for some time now. 

The end result of this massive police operation was that 2 
companerxs were kidnapped and put into a concentration camp 
of maximum security in the province of Bs As. The cops are still 
looking for a third companerx, however, they are still free, as they 
weren't found in any of the house raids. 

About the Ateneo: it was made up of a documentation cen- 
tre, a library, an archive, and for the larger part of its 3 years of 
existence it helped develop various activities and initiatives re- 
lated to the diffusion of information about the situation of those 
repressed from all around the world, from video projections, work- 
shops and discussions to demonstrations and more. 

All of this caught the attention of the forces of order, who 
began, at first timidly and later more boldly to harass those they 
could identify from the Ateneo. From their famous Ford Falcons 
(used during the dictatorship), they maintained a watch for hours 
outside the Ateneo, and followed individuals. They would raid 
the Ateneo at night, using whatever pretext. They began filming 
the faces of companerxs, tapped telephone lines, and maintained 
a constant presence of police (uniformed and 'undercover') in 
front of the space. All of this created a climate of unease and 
persecution. 

For those companerxs who decided to continue in the face 
of all this, it was not easy. 

Eventually, the person mentioned above made a declara- 
tion to the police, which directly implicated 3 companerxs in a 
robbery. What followed was a series of raids, which included the 
'seizure' of money from the Ateneo by the police. This money 
was vital for the sustenance of the social space. 


The detentions, the huge media repercussions, the initial 
confusion and obvious fears... these were all factors in the decision 
we took to close the space. This has also helped create a silence 
that, until now, has been far more than simply the statement we 
issued at the time of the space's closing, which only relayed the 
facts behind the space's closure. 

With respect to our kidnapped compaherxs: they have been 
judged and sentenced to 10 and 1 1 years respectively. 

In relation to the third companerx who was until this mo- 
ment involved with the anarchist black cross; there have been 
searches and a warrant put out for their arrest, but the raids 
have not brought about any concrete proof linking them to the 
robbery. Regardless, the cops have seized lots of their print and 
photo ideological material, as well as having copied the memory 
of their computer. 

So, on the one hand, the motive for this communication is 
to extend our solidarity to our compaherxs and friends who are 
locked up due to this police operation, who are already requir- 
ing financial support. On the other hand, and what is of more 
importance to everyone, is that this can begin and add fuel to 
discussions about solidarity, here and now, with those who have 
been seized by repression. 

Without adding anything more at this moment, we are in 
solidarity with our repressed and persecuted companerxs, and 
we welcome those who wish to walk this path with us.

THE DEVOTO PRISON HUNGER

Argentina: Hunger strike in the 
Devoto prison 

01-11-2010 

On the 21 st of October, some inmates from the Devoto 
prison, who were students from the University Centre of De- 
voto, part of the UBA XXII (University of Buenos Aires) program 
for university education in prisons, declared that they were on 
hunger strike in condemnation of the crimes enacted by the 
penitentiary service and the justice system towards the afore- 
said university. 

Though the SPF (Federal Prisons Services) has always tried to 
create obstacles for and to attack the university, in recent times, 
this space has become even more threatened. Without notifying 
the UBA authorities, it was raided on the 23 rd of September This 
resulted in students and professors being violently evicted from 
the space, which then lead to transfers, suspension of activities, 
changing the physical space of the university, and interrupting 
the normal developments and activities that occur there. 


toric growth, like a new person among those older, is also cre- 
ating a new people arising from the people whose histories are 
submission and deception - this is the positive result of the an- 
archist's warrior position. 

The anarchist would be nothing if they gave up. Their entire 
life is due to the great coherence between who they are and what 
they do; a life that is both deeply dramatic and richly efficient.

A Necessary Clarification 

20-07-2008 

First of all, we understand that the healthiest discussion and 
debate is that which originates from concrete experiences. It is 
due to these concrete experiences that our debate can become 
enriched with the possibilities of real action, and a way to affirm 
the ideology which is already formed from our lived experiences. 
It is from these concrete experiences that we are able to recog- 
nize and know our limits and possibilities. 

The events surrounding the Ateneo Anar- 
quista "Angela Fortunato". 

First things first 

When the Ateneo Anarquista "Angela Fortunata" of Avel- 
laneda opened in Buenos Aires, halfway through 2003, what it 
attempted (and attempts) to do was to act as a physical space 
that could form part of and influence action for social change. 
As anarchists we believe that anarchist ideology is social, and we 
are searching for (projecting towards) a means to reach the goals 
and principles of anarchy (concretely) in conjunction with society. 

We believe that, from this standpoint, everything becomes 
ideological. We find a way to assess the many social events that 
take place every day, basing ourselves on ideology. 

To clarify some things: the truth is that we may or not 
agree with the way that our companerxs have all gone about 
their search for the means to reach the principles of anarchy. 
We're not speaking of a means to an ends, because to us (the 
companerxs of the Ateneo), this is already clear. Rather, from 
the way that the search is undertaken, from a place of informal- 
ity, it comes from a place of seeking for different and uncon- 
ventional was of relating, and of linking propaganda to action. 
From this concept, we began to give life and form to a proj- 
ect. Our project became a library, a video library, and a home 
for companerxs involved. It was within this framework that the 
space grew and took life. 

It should also be known that the Ateneo Anarquista 
"Angela Fortunato" never belonged to any group, but was 
a project that involved some individuals who believed, (and 
continue to believe), that as part of social action, you need 
libraries and meeting points everywhere and nothing else. 
Later on, there were people from different groups and their 


respective groups who became involved with the space, be- 
cause they identified with the space and the desires of the 
space, nothing more. 

With this as introduction, as some clarification, the main 
point of this pamphlet is to give life to the cowardly and hidden 
discussion/debate. Cowardly, because there are two companeros 
in prison with sentences of 1 0 and 1 1 years of confinement, and 
a third compaherx who, after more than a year, is still in hiding. 

After the harvest time... 

There are three compaherxs who have been targeted for 
repression in the Ateneo Angelo Fortunato de Avallaneda, two 
who were kidnapped and have already been sentenced to 10 and 
1 1 years of prison and a third who, who, until they recently went 
into hiding, was working with the Bs As A.B.C. 

They were accused of robbing, on the 18 th of December, 
the studio of Ideas del Sur, owned by Marcelo Tinelli, media mo- 
gul and television host known for his work of 'cultural elevation' 
amongst the population. 

The compahero who was the most heavily involved, whose 
'acquaintance' made the denunciations, decided to claim re- 

1 2 sponsibility for the robbery. He did this knowing that this would 
definitely relieve the enormous pressure the security apparatus 
was exerting in searching for suspects, since the security agency 

'6 (owned by the police) needed to justify the huge amounts they 

i2 charge to maintain the security of the production studio, and 

= avoid public ridicule. 

^ The other compahero, who was sentenced due to the Blum- 

.5- berg law of presumption of guilt, since he had only two months 
to left on his probation (related to previous charges), and the only 
thing they had as evidence against him was a wallet that he had 
h received as a gift that came up as one of the items seized in the 
a; aforementioned robbery. This evidence was later thrown out of 
p court. The other 'evidence' was that he was identified by one of 
-c the attacked security guards in the second round of the police 
^ line-up; however, in the first line-up, the guard said that he didn't 
4-- recognize this compahero as his attacker. But the suspect lived 
in a "villa" 2 , and is black and "low income". 

The judge was allowed to deliver the sentence while mak- 
ing arrangements for dinner with his mother-in-law and playing 
golf, in between laughter and jokes.

Some final considerations 

Tinelli, the media, the politicians, the businessmen, the 
deafening noise, the confusion - seen from the perspective of 
here-and-now, are all images projected onto a glass screen. As 
it happens within our minds, projected images, reality. 

If the mind functions mechanically by association of ideas, 
and this association develops into infinity, we can, for example, 
pass from one topic to another and eternally discuss anything, 
as one topic leads to another. Here we understand the work of 
those whose minds are skilled enough to sufficiently record the 
images and concepts or images associated to concepts in the 
little cells of our brains. If, in addition to this, those minds have 
been appropriately 'educated' to be ignorant of the way the mind 
functions, then, amongst other things, we have obtained self- 
hypnosis. This technique requires a great deal of strong support. 

Tinelli and his vast work of mental demolition; the trivializa- 
tion of sex, the commodification of bodies... we could keep on 
talking, the list goes on, but a possible conclusion is to under- 
stand that this person who exploits the basest appetites in us, 
is at the same time an indicator of how we are and how we can 
begin to improve ourselves. We created him, we should destroy 
him, as evidence that we are the great creators of our own re- 
alities. Here and now, far from the deafening noise, let's make a 
powerful gesture, beginning by achieving silence. ..let's turn off 
the TV and the radio. ..and say No. 

Direct Action 

The anarchist is direct action. The anarchist is a worker, and 
ideas are their tool. The anarchist loves their anarchy and knows that 
the only way to get others to love anarchy is to act their anarchy. 

The anarchist also knows one other thing as well: that they 
are still in the minority, opposed by the majority. And that this 
will bring them neither glory nor respect that is given to other 
exceptional people, such as geniuses or saints — it will bring only 
mockery and death for rebellion or heresy. Because the anarchist 
is not above others, nor relegated to the margin of social con- 
flicts, but in the very centre of everyone's being, where the cur- 
rents are strongest. 

The anarchist is there, with their direct action. 

The anarchist can not find peace in a state against whom 
they have declared war. Can't and shouldn't. The anarchist's his- 


labour with which to threaten employees, to divide and break them, 
and the true wealth, the earth, is at the disposal of the landlords and 
the businessmen who identify themselves as 'country folk'. They 
are the true owners of the country. They have amply demonstrated 
this in past events, where they've been linked to withholding export 
taxes, and as evidence, the history of their estates in Patagonia. 
They pay any amount, so as to cover every angle. They are 

36 guilty of everything: if they were there, because they were there; 
if they weren't there; just in case. 

Because they are nobodies, and what is at play here is the

of helping out our repressed companerxs, and the reality of the 
response expressed by an anarchist movement when faced with 
an uncomfortable situation, we find that the anarchist response 
to this situation has highlighted the need for debate about spe- 
cific arguments and attitudes within the movement, which we 
consider essential. 

Especially keeping in mind the comments that we hear daily 
about this situation. 

Because there are those who maintain that the companerxs 
are not anarchists, that only one of the kidnapped is our compa- 
nerx, that in reality none of them are our companerxs, that they 
found maps in the Ateneo, that the information is confused, that 
the action was only for private gain. ..and that everything that 
we are living is a lie, that we are lying, that we are liars and that 
what happened in the Ateneo had nothing to do with ideology. 

We simply say that there was a raid on a local anarchist 
space, that the two kidnapped were sentenced to 10 and 11 
years, and that there is a companerx who is still in hiding (under- 
ground). We simply say that the above comments were made by 
people who have nothing to do with ideology. 

Phrases speak for themselves... we are conscious of the 
devastating effect of repression, because we have lived this per- 
sonally... but the people who make the above allegations have 
already sentenced us, even before the police had the chance. 

It is not our intention to stew in misery, nor is it a question of 
rancour or resentment. To focus on that would be to reduce the 
situation to a personal issue, which avoids dealing with a question 
that we believe concerns us all, as we try to pursue an ideology 
together, because we often hear people say that they will have 
nothing to do with this, that they are neutral ...And so what we 
get is a silencing of the debate, a silencing of ourselves. 

This is important to bring up, because it's the reality of the 
'movement', and reflects a profound attitude that has been present 
since repression directed towards the space and all those involved 
with it began. In retrospect, we shouldn't be surprised. As the noose 
of the police tightened, we were still unable to bring forth debate 
about 'ideological differences', even during perfect opportunities. 

Among other things, what we see as a need is to talk a bit 
about ourselves critically, because it is critique and deep discus- 
sion that will turn us into a genuine force, that can grow and im- 
prove. This said, we will not end by turning into a caricature of 
ourselves, and by becoming that which we are trying to fight. 

On the other hand, it would be easy to see only in other 


people those attitudes that we reject ourselves, because we also 
understand that this has become a habit. As we self-identify within 
a specific current of thought we neither can nor want to consider 
ourselves alien to what happens as a consequence of the expres- 
sion of this thought process, because we have been promoting 
discussions, debates, activities and projects, situations and a life 
together social events that we have created and sustained, and 
this is not only in reference to the most recent/current situation. 
It is without a doubt important to re-evaluate the way in which we 
relate and also how we tell the story of the most recent events, 
which probably is contributing in some way to the prevailing light- 
hearted tone with which certain themes are treated. 

We simply say that what we are living through right now 
is very hard. Though this is opposed to the things we are trying 
to maintain, we simply say that the only way to come out of this 
situation with strength is to understand that this is the reality. Be- 
cause we discovered the resourcefulness of human beings when 
one chooses to not see an unbearable reality. This is what hap- 
pens when we ask ourselves daily how can death, hunger, and 
injustices occur in front of the eyes of thousands of people, who 
see it as the norm. 

In our case, we look at the past, or into events 15000 km 
away, and we comment on and discuss major events from this 
distance; or, we critique the left, but we do not see what is in 
front of us, we do not apply these same critiques to ourselves. 

This is the tool that power applies to the whole population 
to force them into submission. They get strong from our weak- 
nesses, which are not weaknesses as long as we do not accept 
them as such. And if we do not break with this tool that power 
applies, we will become the messengers of power. Because to 
create and build a message of action using these tools is, in the 
very least, a serious thing. 

We also have a new way of relating to ethics and ideas. The 
ideology and the ethics that we desire to sustain and support us 
in the challenge that is our search for a new way to be human, for 
new values, and this makes us different from the politicians (who 
say one thing and do whatever they like), though this does not 
require much discussion, because, one way or another the majority 
of the population understand the hypocritical role of politicians. 

In this moment we're talking about the growth of anarchism, 
of inciting rebellion, of giving it an ideological character and in 
this way of trying to add people to the movement and expand 
the idea of anarchy into the population. 


The big landowners, the businesses (local and foreign), the 
tourist ventures, intense genetically-modified agriculture, will all as- 
phyxiate and plunder the economies of the indigenous peoples and 
campsinos in general, who will later emigrate to the cities in search 
of another future... as 'cartoneros' 8 , 'piqueteros' 9 ... 

It is very convenient to have a group with these character- 
istics, closing the cycle of exile leading to policies that make the 
middle-class fear those who have been stripped of their land. 
However, it is the conditions in which they live which lead them 
to 'wrongdoing', which is the ideal for the construction of the in- 
ternal enemy, the fear of which keeps the middle class united and u> 
manipulated. These Indians, these blacks, these 'bolitas', these x 
'paraguas', these villeros! 10 They don't want to work, they don't 
know how to save money, all they do is drink, rob. . .the garbage "S 
pickers, the roadblock protesters, the criminals, the nobodies, _m 
those who are trigger happy, Yabran's dolls 11 those who justify £ 
anything; the drugs, the police, the murders... everything. ^ 

Let's deprive them of land, and then show them the city ■£ 
as the only alternative... create the conditions of hunger and O 
marginalization. Then, construct the perfect discourse to fabri- 
cate for them an identity, which then, as they have been denied 
their indigenous identity, becomes the only identity they are al- 35 
lowed to have. This allows the construction of an internal enemy 
to which we can apply the policies of terror in the urban middle 
class, which acts as an incentive for discrimination and a police 
state mentality. Divide and conquer. 

The policies of hunger and charity are applied to them, 
along with negative media, all reinforced with drugs and bullets. 
They also have to withstand the manipulations of the capitalist 
left, who have always ignored the needs of the rural poor, but 
now as they search for new 'revolutionary subjects', are trying to 
re-invent and limit these people into the ideological category of 
unemployed workers... 

The urban middle class is scared of these people, and calls for 
'security' measures which legitimize repression and limit freedom. 
Those stripped of their land are 'unemployed workers'; the politi- 
cians can create a campaign around the poor, and the church can 
cleanse them of their sins. There is a market for disposable cheap

As always, blackmailing people with promises of employ- 
ment is used to crush unity within the community, and all this is, 
as usual, combined with threats, intimidations, and physical ha- 
rassment of the people who defend the land, which is theirs and 
which they consider something that can not be bought or sold. 
Surrounding this spectacle there is a history of secret murders, 
segregation, and displacement. Obviously, as the amount of land 
that is left to indigenous people diminishes, the less they are and 
able to collect firewood, or fish, or put their animals to pasture, 
and they will have to start buying or selling food. This leaves the 
people with few options: move to the marginalized neighbour- 
hoods in the city, or resist. 

This brings forth the question: what will happen to those ex- 
iled from their land, who begin to live in the marginalized neigh- 
bourhoods of this tourist complex? With displacement, there is 
the additional reality that is faced by a large part of the popula- 
tion that now lives in urban slums: poverty, marginalization, and 
exploitation. 

These Indians don't want to work, don't know how to save 
money, only know how to get drunk. . . 

If we stop here for an instant we can clearly see that the 
population who live in the periphery of cities is mainly consists 
of people who come from similar situations. 

Quechuas, Aymaras, Guaranies, Mapuches (indigenous na- 
tions who's territory lies within 'argentina')... people from the 
interior of the country and the neighbouring farmlands, small 
farms, Bolivians, Paraguayans, Peruvians, Chileans, Argentin- 
ians. ...the "little black headed" peoples 7 . Those who have been 
stripped of their land. Because almost all of these people come 
from this same situation. In the north as well as the south, and 
in neighbouring estates, the story is the same, and varies only in 
the details. The case of the people who have organized as the 
rural people's movement MOCASE (Movimiento Campesino de 
Santiago del Estero), specifically in the province of Santiago del 
Estero and Chaco, is another overwhelming historical reality of 
plunder, persecution, and murder. 

The businessmen, the politicians, the media, and the church 
are all linked to the particular interests and institutions of the 
state, the structure which enables the operations of control and 
the exploitation of this hacienda which is known as the nation of 
Argentina.

From the first moment, we still considered the current situ- 
ation as a possibility to create new situations, of reinforcing our 
words through actions, in our daily attitudes, and definitively aban- 
doning the dualism between words and actions that both benefits 
those in power and creates fractures between revolutionaries. 

Our companerxs in Italy understood it the same way; they 
continue to survive with intense repression (and perhaps because 
of this) and nevertheless respond to the repression with debate 
and concrete practices. Along with their companerxs in France and 
Spain in the invaluable support of those repressed, they and other 
companerxs from other latitudes are showing us their support. 

Here and now 

Those who speak of insurrectionaries want to free themselves 
from this uncomfortable reality, distancing themselves from other 
ideological practices; but for us, the insurrectionary does not exist, 
they are simply anarchists who adopt different ways of intervening 
in conflict, different organizational methods, and different points 
of projection. The label 'insurrection' when it has no reference to 
a particular focus serves only the bureaucrats in allowing them to 
take distance from us, and to let bad kids be even worse. 

But the unyielding revolutionaries don't care if they lose 
face for not following the instruction of the latest Bonnano text. 
We say this because we have spoken a lot about security culture, 
and less about the culture of fear that they try to impose on us. 

We aren't going to speak at length about solidarity and the thou- 
sands of ways it can be expressed, nor about specific sensitivities, but 
the reality is that we haven't had the strength to bring forth a response 
past the 'charitable actions' of which we are so critical; the handful of 
companerxs who were first affected by the situation have confronted a 
situation in which people took on an attitude of every man for himself, or 
let's not get involved, and now take on either the stance of silence, if not 
outright denunciation of those repressed, persecuted, and imprisoned. 

To us, retreating into ourselves is not an option, nor do we 
want to wait for the intellectuals to decipher the State's actions 
for us. We don't want to reinforce the false dichotomy between 
those who throw stones and those who write; neither this nor run- 
ning for refuge within the cathedrals of intellectual knowledge 
in the search for less problematic disciples to lecture because as 
long as we prefer security over exploring our possibilities, we will 
forever be stuck in this present. 

It is bitter to know that taking a decisive response could 
have determined another reality; that we could have constructed 


another present and we could now be discussing other matters, 
perhaps with some of our compaherxs who are currently locked 
up. But these times show that the police and the State have sto- 
len some compaherxs and a local social centre from us, and that 
the repression appears to have broken us, just as it intended. 

It still brings us joy to meet, get to know, and recognize each 
other, knowing that this situation has strengthened the bonds 
that have brought us together, and that now, we are united with 
more force, solidarity, and affinity. The police repression has not 
made us disown our friends and compaherxs, and we continue 
to have debate of ideas, instead or submitting to the fear that 
more discussion would lead to more repression (which, in and of 
itself, accomplishes the job of repression.) 

We, specifically, have not been broken by the police. 
We greet, with infinite rage in our hearts, and with pride, 
those friends and compaherxs who are imprisoned, and all those 
who, in one way or another, will share this path with us. 

May the State and all its prisons fall.

Letter of solidarity to the companerxs 
on hunger strike 

19-02-2008 

Between the 18 th and the 29 th of February, 2008, various anar- 
chist revolutionaries incarcerated in Germany, Switzerland, Argen- 
tina and Spain acted together in days of hunger strike and mobi- 
lization against prisons and repression, isolation regimes, torture, 
life sentences in Italy, and for the liberation of all ill prisoners. 

From the maximum security unit of 
Marcos Paz, Bs As, Argentina. 

To my friend Gabriel and to all those who fight against the 
abuses of power; with their hearts, with their minds, with their 
blood and with arms... 

I want to communicate with them my solidarity with the 
hunger strike that you are all participating in until 29/02/2008. 

I want to tell you that my solidarity is ideological. It is of the 
heart, it is of faith and hope, but in this moment, it cannot be 
physical. Why? you will ask, as I 'live' in a prison system that is 
based on the system of self-destruction which is used by this in- 


ceremonies and fishing. The people are prevented from accessing 
not only the forest, but also this lake, by armed guards who keep 
them out. It's also important to note that in order to install all the 
infrastructure of this tourism project, they will have to devastate 
an ancient forest. This will also result in the contamination of the 
Percey River, which supplies the whole community with water. In 
the future, another part of the Mapuche community will have to 
survive by becoming a tourist attraction for the rich and famous...

And as all this can damage the image of the television station 
(Ideas del Sur), through negative representations in the media, the 
Trafipan 2000 project continues without media involvement. This 
suggests that there is no conflict, as supported by a letter from 
the indigenous peoples denying the existence of any conflict. The 
writing of this letter was encouraged by the schoolteacher and the 
pastor of the evangelical church, who teach the children that they 
are not Mapuche. And clearly, then, if they are not Mapuche, then 
they don't have any right to the land upon which they have always 
lived, because if that were so, then the state would recognize them! 
They are robbed of dignity, and forced into exile. 

On the other hand, they've also launched welfare-type poli- 
cies to train even the Mapuche people in tourism, trying to as- 
similate them into the project. According to the mayor of Esquel, 
this is a way of achieving economic sustenance in the face of a 
rural economic crisis... while the landowners deprive them of ac- 
cess to firewood, fish, and even pasture for their livestock — so 
that they now have to actually buy hay to feed the livestock so 
they don't die. 


A dangerous gang of terrorists plunders 
minds and territories 

Something that is not new is the interest that billionaires (lo- 
cal and foreign) have in land, and its potential to attract tourists. 

This is why Tinelli bought 2500 hectares close to Esquel (in 
Chubut), which included a lake and a native forest. 
32 This would become a tourist attraction project for 'high in- 

come' people, and shows his direct involvement in the plundering 
and annihilation of the indigenous peoples, which is something 
'6 the sate has been carrying out for ages, sometimes openly, and 
i2 at other times, quietly. Like ancient feudal lords, they buy and sell 
= lands, including the people who have lived there for ages. Mean- 
^ while, on the one hand is the law (which can be made and un- 
.5- made), and which recognizes 'rights'; on the other hand there are 
</> the politicians who can manoeuvre the law at will, in a controlled 
schizophrenia, so that modern landowners can fence common 
h lands and evict the indigenous peoples — this is how they earn 
cu their money. They sell land to the landowners at ridiculous prices, 
p with immediate title, and then they try to sell, at impossibly high 
-c prices, the very same land back to the indigenous peoples. They 
^ try to sell the land that indigenous peoples' have been claiming 
4^ for decades. 'Marce', along with the German landowner Guntar 
Bessold, owns 5000 acres that the indigenous peoples use for 
pasturing their animals in the summer, close to the forest where 
they collect dead wood, a traditional means of subsistence, which 
is essential during the winter when the temperature descends to 
minus 1 5 degrees celcius. It also turns out that the lake, which has 
been fenced in by Tinelli, is an ancestrally sacred space, used for 


stitution on those who are locked up in here. But in this moment, 
the psychological violence of the system has impacts on physical 
violence, and is pitting us against each other. 

It would make me very happy to accompany you in the hun- 
ger strike, but it would also put me in isolation. 

Isolation doesn't scare me at all, but I cannot abandon my 
compaherxs and leave them alone in the face of the current situ- 
ation on the cellblock. Here, the gangs are not unified, but are 
fighting each other for dominance (in a way that is equally as injust 
as the way the State dominates us) over how life goes in here. In 
our group, power over other prisoners is an alien idea. We are 
looking for liberty, for escape, for rebellion and through these ob- 
jectives, we clash with the paid assassins who try to dominate our 
shared living conditions through protected deals with the police. 

For this reason I cannot isolate myself and accompany you 
in the hunger strike and strand my companeros. I am a compa- 
nero through the good, the bad, and the worse. I hope that you 
know and understand what I am saying, and that you know that 
my heart is with liberty, is with you, against the state and against 
those who, although themselves delinquent, negotiate with the 
police for their own interests. 

To those companerxs who are in hunger strike: my heart, 
my solidarity, my friendship. And to you Gabriel a strong hug... 
To the rebels, the radicals, and those who look for love!

In Germany, 470 prisoners from 
28 state prisons participated; amongst them were companeros

Yesterday, I read in a newspaper an article that represented 
Germany as the 3 rd most industrialized country in the world... 
and I thought about the "prosperity" of the german society and 
if those citizens questioned "anything" about such POWER; and 


if they ever thought that such POWER can't sustain itself without 
similar REPRESSION, CONTROL, VIGILANCE, PUNISHMENT; 
which are exerted through all the known methods; salaries, TV, 
internet, the press (all these dis-information media), police and 
prisons, the church...

Show (property of Tinelli) helped the Kirchner government with 
the seizure and decommissioning of Radio 3 FM's equipment - a 
radio station that been broadcasting in Coronel Suarez (province 31 
of BsAs) for over 1 0 years. 

These closures occurred within the context of the radio 
stations broadcasting information about the conflict between a 
local business, which was supposed to, according to a previous 
agreement, incorporate 1800 workers. Instead, their equipment 
was transferred to Buenos Aires, without either a receipt or re- 
cord of the seizure. 

Previous to this, the Ks gave licenses for rural radio stations 
to this, and other businessmen, basing this on a radio broadcast- 
ing law which dates from the era of the dictatorship.

Prior to this, in May 2006, the Kirchener government pres- 
sured "Gomazo" 4 to stop all impersonators and hidden camera 
skits that parodied the presidential couple and ruling officials;

Consequently, Tinelli obtained the signed decree that named him 
as the owner of Radio del Plata, which president Kirchener had 
been delaying for a year and a half.

addiction (which, unfortunately is an efficient enough method of 
domination/submission). 

There is the constant influence to create informers; to help 
control those who the cameras and jailers don't see. The constant 
creation of divisions among the incarcerated population, which 
leads to fights, with many wounded/dead, is a medieval type 
of war; systemic division through rewards for rapists, snitches, 
and ex armed forces - and punishments — prison/confinement — 
transfer for those who want to generate solidarity-and organize 
against the system. 

Systematic requirements, baitings in a violent and wild 
form... All this is the regime of resocialization; and after years of 
this 'treatment' the person will be 'found' in an appropriate con- 
dition to return to society and accept exploitation... 

What lies... the true way to resocialize us is to destroy the 
prisons; the institutions; and the state. 

The solidarity of compaherxs is the most effective weapon 
to overcome the times of incarceration; it is the love/solidarity 
of compaherxs that prevents the system from destroying us... 
these are the letters-the visits-the publications-the propaganda 
as a way of creating conscience and opening the eyes of those 
who think that prisons are only for people who are there because 
they 'must have done something...'

For some time, the anarchist movement has had to deal with 
hard repression, particularly in Italy, Spain, and Greece, and this 
repression has begun to become more apparent in Latin America, 
in places like Mexico, Uruguay, Colombia and Argentina.

campaign), as well as the greatly sought after photo of the cur- 
rent president Cristina Fernandez Kirchner's closing campaign. 
Through this we can understand how Kirchner's government paid

As this all indicates, there are strong links between Marce Tinelli 
and the Kirchner government. 



To encourage sports is a healthy practice, especially if it 
leads to healthy profits; and in addition to the favours provided to 
Kirchner government as detailed above, Ideas del Sur markets the 
National League volleyball games, which it broadcasts. We could 
say the same thing about the city's movie theatre, which "Marce" 
bought and later gave to the municipality with a new fagade, 
thanks this time to the contribution of Felipe Sola's government, 
which donated 80 thousand pesos (16 660$CAD) for its renova-

increases their swollen bank accounts and protects their privileges, 
while distributing the crumbs to those that remain. 

Instead, we advocate for a radical rupture with these types 
of things and this situation. We are looking for real equality, based 
in an economic framework for a human society, not a capitalist 
one. We don't believe in these laws, because they are promoted 
by bourgeois ideals, in an exploited and exploiting society based 
on privileges and humiliations. 

We could continue to write for hours, but we know this situ- 
ation so intimately; the prisons, the repression, the police... we 
only need to repeat the words of a companero: 

"The 'distortions of humanity'.... we need to eliminate the 
causes. We can keep on looking for other causes, but I am against 
prison, and for the freedom of prisoners, in whatever situation. 
And I wonder, who is who. A prisoner, in relation to the general

-c control the screen also control and dominate 'reality' do so far 
^ more than through reporting news. The screen promotes values, 
4-. attitudes and practices, and, based on these, creates media cam- 
paigns that market specific politics and create smokescreens. The 
screen manipulates reality. 

It is well understood that the role of the TV screen is to gain 
the sympathy and complicity of the politicians, judges, and of all 
the elements that revolve around power. 

This also puts into perspective the 1 995 appearance of Me- 


parts of the world anarchists are persecuted, repressed, and im- 
prisoned, or directly assassinated, like in the recent case of com- 
panero Nicolas Neira of Bogota. International campaigns, which 
create a true net of solidarity, develop around many of these situ- 
ations. One fine day, repression hit home, and we started feeling 
it directly. When this happened, we were met with a large diver- 
sity of reactions: the first were those who were quick to dissociate 
themselves ideologically, others took a vow of silence; and let's 
not forget those who openly denounced their own 'companerxs'. 

The police, doing their work well, isolated and repressed 
the focus of the conflict. All this while speaking of solidarity... 
how pitiful. 

It is said that anarchism is growing. An interesting question 
to think about is in what way anarchism is growing. If it has vital- 
ity and a spirit of conflict, the repressive blows would be a daily 
occurrence, and then the central question would be how to sur- 
vive these repressive blows; we are not convinced of the value 
of waiting with religious resignation for the 'correct conditions'. 
On the other hand, let us be clear whether what we seek is the 
reproduction of round-table discussions or the capacity to gen- 
erate a response, however limited it may be, that in itself affirms 
values and attitudes that lay the foundation for a lively dynamic 
that is committed to the reality of social war. And that this is not 
a question of numbers. 

It is becoming clear that as important as the discussion and 
deepening of ideas is the requirement that these ideas be ac- 
companied by a living practice, one that is capable of expanding 
and reproducing itself on the plane of revolt. 

One without the other doesn't make sense. 

The practice of an institutionalized assembly ends up turn- 
ing into assembly as a self-referential activity. The slow pace and 
routine slowly and predictably establish truths and dogmas that 
discourage any individual initiatives. The desire for uniformity 
makes it necessary that everyone within the ghetto must be in 
absolute agreement. The heretics are expelled. The consensus 
of the ghetto crushes individual initiative. 

And quick to appear are the preachers with stern faces who 
do not hesitate to ostracize anything that doesn't fit within their 
dogma. These kids aren't smiling any longer. The slightest differ- 
ence prevents any exchange whatsoever. Little by little, the gap 
between the ghetto and those who want to take actions that lead 
to social rebellion becomes insurmountable. 

Every form has its strengths and weaknesses. People justify 


inaction and navel-gazing by attempting to create consensus on 
every single word stated, as a prerequisite to being able to do 
something. ..later on. 

We understand that the discussion is healthier and richer 
when it is based on concrete experiences where the real experi- 
ence feeds us with its richness. The assembly format responds 
to and meets specific needs. It doesn't necessarily resolve prob- 
lems, but it can be developed as a way to share insights. From 
this practice, different affinities can come to light, and each com- 
panerx can recognize, from time to time, with whom they share 
ideas and concerns. The individual finds fertile ground for their 
development, and words spoken acquire weight through actions. 

Solidarity, understood as attacking power, shows an outlook 
without mediation, and the attack is made up of several differ- 
ent initiatives. 

Because solidarity with prisoners and those perse- 
cuted is more than words.

The theme of delinquency is nothing new. It has existed 
since the beginning of humanity, and is based on the appropria- 
tion of material goods, both as a remedy to being poor as well 
as a remedy to being unable to climb the pyramid of power. It 
probably reaches its highest peak during an economic crisis, but 
for us, in the 'third world', its daily existence is undeniable in the 
face of the increase of poverty, marginalization, and the misery 
that is as much cultural as it is material. We also say that it is in- 
creasingly clear that the many mitigating factors, created by the 
system to permit individualization, are not only used to meet the 
basic necessities of life; but also to used to obtain the latest styles 
for "kid thieves"; to obtain drugs that, due to addiction, create 
an incontrollable dependency, etc. 

Regardless of the situations and social conditions surround- 
ing these events based on the slanted reporting from the media 
and newspapers (manipulators of opinion...), in order to sustain 
the lifestyles of the privileged, there has been consensus that 
what is needed is an increased militarization of entire neighbour- 
hoods, as a way to continue maintaining privilege. 


of this publication, is serving a sentence of 1 1 years of prison, 
even though there was no concrete proof against him, other than 
being 'identified' by someone in the second round of a line-up, 
where the person who identified him did not recognize him the 
first time round. Essentially, he was jailed for being from a 'villa' 
and for having a record... this is how things are. 

We can speak of the work in prison. We can't remember 
exactly, but of the salary one makes in prison, only 30% goes to 
the individual who worked, and 70% goes towards the Prison In- 
stitutions, and to prisons. . .we say that a businessman who offers 
this kind of contract is thinking of his business, no more needs 
to be said about that. 

In relation to the trial by jury, it's like basically beginning a 
trial by signing the death penalty. We will be sentenced, without 
exception, by 'exemplary' people from this society who proba- 
bly agree with these repressive means and hope that the 'delin- 
quents' spend the rest of their lives behind bars. It's just another 
way for democracy to sustain its supporters. At the same time, 
it's searching for logistical support for its policing system from a 
Yankee police think-tank. The masters of militarization are now 
in charge of the policing methodology. 

And they want to re-educate minors who breach their condi- 
tions. This law is a reflection of the blindness of our society, how 
is it possible for us to not see that there is a desperate hunger 
enmeshed in the lives of a whole population, who live in the mar- 
gins of Society? And now, we want to lock up the kids, have the 
jailers re-educate them, and return them to the same conditions 
under which they were living before. This will probably increase 
their hatred of society which first deprived them their basic sur- 
vival needs, then tortured them in a 'prison for minors' where, 
at best, they studied a little, and undoubtedly increased their 
'criminal knowledge', and later, following a logical conclusion, 
were released back to the same life that they were living before. 
We need not say more. 

And, as a summary to the 'repressive combo', which fits in 
so well with our current societal context: the focus on anticorrup- 
tion measures brought to the attention of the judges. The length 
of sentences is increased, so that whoever might be considered 
responsible for something 'illegal' will be locked up for a con- 
siderable time. 

We believe that this changes nothing; that the System 
doesn't work to ensure better lives for people, unless they are 
people who are in charge of maintaining the existing order, which 


• 25.893, which increases the penalty for rape followed 
by murder 

• 25.892, which increases the penalty for crimes commit by 
police, security guards, or prison guards. 

• 25.892, which mandates that the number of the minimum 
and maximum sentences enforced increases by a third, 
and modifies probation. 

• 25.928, which reforms the punishment for assistance in 
a crime, and permits for the accumulation of sentences 
of up to 50 years. 

In the session of the 25 th of August, 2004, the Honourable 
Senate of the Nation of Argentina also approved a bill that was 
then converted into law. This law prevents any possibility of tem- 
porary releases or trial periods for those guilty of aggravated ho- 
micide, kidnapping, and sexual crimes. 

Finally, it should be noted that the implementation of these 
laws is dependent on the following rules and institutional reforms: 

• Modification of the regulations for reducing criminal re- 
sponsibility of minors 

• Implementation of trial by juries for specific types of crimes 

• The computerization of the 864 federal courts in the re- 
public of Argentina 

• The publication of the annual financial statements of 
judges 

• The implementation of a personal and family security plan 
forjudges involved with criminal investigations related to 
narcotics, terrorism, money laundering, corruption, etc. 

To analyze legal questions related to what is being discussed 
here could appear to be reformism; but this is the furthest thing 
from what we intend with these words; it is not necessary to say 
over and over again, because it is clear to everyone that the 
'combo Blumberg' affects everyone's lives. 

What is missing is to describe the penalty from one law. The 
law of presumption, as its name suggests, presumes that one can 
be linked to a crime, for such reasons as having a criminal record, 
being black, living in a marginalized neighbourhood, or simply 
because the prosecutor that day, who determines your fate, does 
not like you. This is the same law that keeps people kidnapped 
and locked up in the Maximum Security Prison II of Marcos Paz, 
where Leandro S Morel, the friend and companero of the editors 


Without a doubt, probably what is constantly changing is 
the methods employed by the 'delinquents' to carry out their 
deeds. To come to par with the also increasing methods of secu- 
rity and control, the methods of the delinquents have also grown 
and changed. There are many factors that are driving more and 
more people to commit and become dependent on criminal acts, 
which lead to more indiscriminate attacks on all types of people. 
As they say in the streets: there are no more 'codes'. 

As was stated in the previous paragraph, as the methods of 
crime change, so do the forms of punishment. And in face of a de- 
linquency that every day becomes more indiscriminate and more u> 
violent in its attacks on all sectors of society, the modifications x 
in the laws are intended to more severely punish these crimes. 
In conjunction with the creations and modification of laws is the ~S 
appearance of new macro prisons; panopticons in total isolation _m 
from other modules, with high technology systems to more ef- £ 
ficiently control those who are kidnapped within. ^ 

The fact is, in the face of a reality that is increasingly moving ■£ 
away from social welfare, in the eyes of a population that wants to O 
believe their politicians, crime is becoming a matter of concern for 
those managers of misery (politicians); and the society that voted 
for them is clamouring for them to solve this 'matter of concern'. 23 
And this solution is obviously not based on employment, as they 
say, but is based on laws, prisons, and police. Although this is 
clearly not new to us, because every day this society becomes 
more the jailer of its own future, and less and less the master of 
its own life, because this solution requires that we give those in 
power even more power.

About Juan Carlos Blumberg: 

Textile entrepreneur, dedicated to the construction of textile 
mills, and since his only son Axel Blumberg was kidnapped and 
killed on the 23 rd of march 2004, with his friends and parents, he 
initiated the "Axel Blumberg Crusade for our children", which 
was a petition with 5 545 000 signatures from all over the coun- 
try. The 1 st of April, 2004, in front of the plaza of both chambers 
of government, 350 000 people came together for a candlelight 
vigil. It was the most important mobilization for security and jus- 
tice that has happened in several years. After the vigil, 3 more 
marches occurred in Bs As, and two more in the interior of the 
country in Cordoba and Chaco. Through these actions, Blumberg 


was transformed into a social leader and essential reference for 
issues of security and justice in Argentina and other Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 

It is important to point out that, of all the proposals that 
were brought forth in the marches as a concrete way of improv- 
ing security and justice, many of them were converted into laws 
through the national legislature. 

In addition, Juan Carlos Blumberg had traveled to the United 
States, Europe, Chile, Mexico, Bolivia, Uruguay, and Paraguay, 
where he conversed with those responsible for Security and Jus- 
tice in each jurisdiction; and also gave speeches on this topic in 
local and foreign universities. For example, he was invited by the 
Interamerican Federation of Lawyers to make a presentation in 
Madrid, Spain. 

In June, 2004, he received an audience with His Holiness 
Pole John Paul II, and later received a private audience with 
Monsignor Sandri, the third in the ecclesiastical hierarchy of 
the Vatican. 

A well-known character, bourgeois, exploiter, businessman, 
Christian, politician. ..The way that 'his people' speak of him re- 
quires no comment. He has the potential of a policeman. 

We speak of the increase in crime in a society that every day 
becomes more and more commodified; buying and selling, to 
produce means to work, to spend. This is so internalized in our 
lives that even spare time is enjoyed by paying for it. 

If we speak of this we need to also speak of the denial of the 
basic necessities of life, as this is the famous case of the 'family 
basket', of which more than 50% of the population can't afford 
even half, (despite having two jobs); and salaries reflect this. A 
large majority of the basic necessities of life, like healthcare and 
hospitals, are overwhelmed and falling apart due to the number 
of cases and the scarcity of resources. Low quality of education 
is intentional by the system, which tries to distance itself from 
honest and sincere knowledge. And there are many more things 
that convince us to satisfy our daily needs, to try and live a little 
bit better. This is the story of the state and their institutions. We 
could keep digging, searching among the daily institutional abus- 
es, and we could write books about this subject. 

The events that we will describe form part of the claims that 
Blumberg and his Organization made, along with a large num- 
ber of people who are involved with laws, politics, and religion. 
Within his entourage, he promotes a type of democratic fascism 
that is characterized in our generation by punishing (and using 


their punishment as example) those who are marginalized and 
are determined to survive. 

With the help of the media, and the open-armed support 
of the politicians who always act in defense of the untouchable 
privileged class, to guarantee their civilized life, Juan Carlos 
Blumberg proposed what was later approved by the Congress 
and applied by the judges; a collection of repressive measures 
which is unequalled in these 'democratic times'. 

Here is a sampling of some of them.

IX. The push to build youth custody facilities in the city of 
Mar de Plata, with the help of the "Victims of crime in Mar 
del Plata" Association (the president being Mr. Dagatti), 
and the Global Foundation. 


In the realm of legislation, the inclusion of 
several laws detailed below: 

• 25.886, which is the severe increase in the penalty for 
the possession, bearing, adulteration/falsification, etc. 
of firearms. 

• 25.882, which increases the penalty for aggravated armed 
robbery 

• 25.891 , which is related to the marketing of cell phones, 
and mandates a phone registry
